.And, whereas, the Director General of Civil Aviation has, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of Rule 
of the Aircrafts (Carriage of Dangerous Goods) Roles, 2003, granted nccessiiry permission with certain condition to 
Ls. HI 2! Asia Ltd., New Delhi to carry such explosives l>y air vide their permit number 360-DG/2006, dated 5th October, 
1)06 whi oh is valid upto the 15th April, 2007;
